A commemorative HALF DOLLAR 
has been authorized by a Special 
Act of the United States Congress 
(signed by the President, May 15, 
1936), which will be issued in con- 
nection with the Tercentenary of 
the Landing of the Swedes on the 
site of Wilmington, Delaware. This 
first permanent white settlement in 
the Delaware River Valley was 
made in the Spring of 1638. 


To BE IssueD sy ONE Mint 
The Congressional Act limits the 
coinage of the half dollars to one 


mint and authorizes an issue of 
29,000 coins.
